The Administration building was
known, up to the signing of the lease
on the Washington university ground
us University hall. It is intended to
be the main building of the univer-
sity after the Exposition company
shall bave turned it over ngain at the
elose of the fair to its owners. It is
o massive structure of stone, and
erowns the brow of a hill overlooking
the level on which the big exhibit
buildings of the World's fair will be
loeated. When the building is fully

| ready for occupaney all of the offices

in the city will be contained within
it. By January 1 it is expected that
the steamfitting will have been com-
pleted.

Significance Is attached in World's
fair circles to the visit of the presi-
dent to the site. It is understood to
be the first move toward active labor
on the great structures which will
mike the main picture of the exposi-
tion.

‘' Issned In Pamphlet Form,

8t. Louls, Dee. 24.—The department
of exhibits of the World's fair has
just issued n pnmphlet containing the
camplete offielal elassification of ex-
hibits. The list is Inrgely the work
of Frederick J, V. 8kiff, and the class-
ifieation af the Paris exposition in
1000 forms the basis on which it ia
drawn, In geiting up the document
the classifications of all modern ex-
positions were consulted and good
points taken from each.

The exhibis are divided into mix-
teen departments, lettered consecu-
tively from “"A" to “P." Buch deport-
ment is subdivided into groups, which
are subdivided into classes. In all
there are fifty-three classes, which
cover every article which will be on
exhibition at the fair. Several thou-
sands of the pnmphlets will be print-
ed and sent to prospective exhibitors
in every section of the world.

Departments which make up the
classifications are: Department of
education, art, liberal &arts, manu-
factures, . machinery, electrieity,
transportation, agriculture, horti-
culture, forestry, mines and metal.

ELLA CROPSEY'S BODY FOUND.

The Body of the Minsing North Care-
lina Girl Found in Pasque-
tark River.

Flizabeth City, N. C., Dec. 28.—Five
weeks of mystery and speculation as
to the fate of Miss Nellle Cropsey
terminated, yesterday at ten o'clock,
when the body of the missing girl
was found flonting in the river oppo-
snte her father’s home. The body
was discovered by J. D, Stillman, a
fisherman. Upon discovering that the
floating object was the body of a
voung girl, he immediately notified
the coroner. When found the body
wis floating face downward, All the
wearing apparel was intact with the
exception of the rubbers which Nell
wore on the night of her disappear-
ance, and they were missing.

With the exception of some slight
discoloratien of the face the body
wus in a state of good preservation
nnd was but little decomposed. The
botdy wns identified as that of Nellie
Cropsey, The spot where the body
was found had been dragged over
several times gince her disappearance
but with no result.

Coroper Fearing snmmoned o jury
of prominent men and called in three
of the best physiciang of the city
to make a thorough and exhaustive
autopsy to learn if th ‘e was any
signs of violence on the body.
